HEMEROCALLIS do equally well in 
sun or shady location. Will grow in 
poor or rich soil or acid, sandy or clay 
soil but should have fertilizer, water 
and cultivation to be at their best. They 
have no diseases nor insect pests and 
grow in wet soil as well as dry. 








The season of bloom is from the mid- 
dle of May till September, foliage al- 
ways green and attractive, varying in 
shades of green, in height, in width 
and carriage according to variety. 


Can be transplanted any time the 
ground is not frozen without loss but 
best time to plant is spring and aiter 
clones have bloomed.

AOKI—Foliage dark green, leaves large, 
similar in form and color to Caerulea, 
except under side is silvery green. 
Plant about 15 inches tall, blooms mid- 
summer on stalks 2 feet.

CAERULEA—The true variety has the 
bluest flowers of any of the Hostas. 
It is the next largest in size of flower 
to H. plantaginea with very round 
puffed out bells of lavender blue dis- 
tinctly penciled on the inner surface 
with deeper color. The leaves are 
glossy green of large size and grace- 
ful form. Use for border planting with 
pale yellow Hemerocallis in the back- 
ground.

(Hosta decorata). 


HOSTA DECORATA—The blunt plan- 
tain-lily has blunt dark green leaves 
with white edges. The leaves are 
about one foot high and the blade 
about five inches by three inches. In 
a couple of years a small plant makes 
a rosette of leaves two feet across. 
This rosette of leaves of green and 
white coloring forms an excellent end 
for a flower bed against a lawn as the 
outer leaves bend to the ground. The 
flowers, in the early part of August, 
are fat bells standing out at right 
angles on a two-foot stalk. The blos- 
soms of purple have lines of white, 
so that the effect is not a solid color. 
There is a sturdy, substantial feeling 
to this plant.

Flowers lavender 
purple, bells which rise well above 
the foliage.

The tall-cluster plantain-lily (Hosta 


fortunei albo-marginata). 
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HOSTA FORTUNE! ALBO-MARGINATA 
—The tall-cluster Plantain-lily, has 
arching leaves two feet long that 
sweep over to the ground. The leai 
blade, six inches by ten inches, is 
shiny green, edged with a one-hali 
band of white. The very pale lavender 
flowers, almost white, are dainty, bell- 
shaped, spread along a_ three-foot 
stalk and start blooming in early July. 
Two or three of these plants with the 
large green and white leaves growing 
up from the center of the plants and 
curving over again form a mass of in- 
teresting foliage, very restful and 
pleasing, and presenting a fascinating 
study in leaf form. It makes rather 
slow growth.
